REFUSAL TO RECOGNIZE | 


WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS 


Planned by the Committee. 
Care Will Be Taken to Pre- 
vent Name of Any Repre- 
sentative of Foreign Gov- 
ernment Being Dragged In. 


Washington, January 14.—Refusal to 
recognize a writ of habeas corpus in 
case Thomas W. Lawson should obtain 
one in possible contempt proceedings 
against him and great care to prevent 
the name of any representative of a 
foreign government being publicly 
dragged into the investigation of a 
“leak” on President Wilson’s recent 
peace note are among the plans laid 
today by subcommittees of the house 
rules committee in preparing for re- 
sumption tomorrow of the 
“leak” inquiry. The whole committee 
will pass on the plans at an executive 
meeting before hearings begin. 

Mr. Lawson will be called before the 
committee and presented with the list 
ef written questions a subcommittee 
has drafted for his reply. Failure to 
answer will be followed immediately 
by the inauguration of contempt pro- 
eeedings in the house. 

Questions to He Asked. 

In substance the chief questions of a 

dozen Or more to be asked are these: 


“Who is the congressman who told 
you he had heard a cabinet officer, a 
banker and a member of congress were 
engaged in a stock market partnership 
and had profited by a ‘leak’? 

“What are the names of the cabinet 
member, the member of congress and 


the banker’ 
“If a citizen of this country, who is 


the ‘high official’ whose name you 
formerly testified, might be brought 
into the case if the name of the cabinet 
ofticer were mentioned?” 

Committeemen have no clue to the 
identity of the “high official,’ but as 
rumor and gossip have mentioned the 
mame of a representative of a foreign 
government with it, they will take no 
chance of involving him in a public 
hearing. 

Representative Campbell, of Kansas, 
who was appointed to draft a resolution 
“touching on this possible habeas corpus 
phase of the case, made a careful study 
of precedents today and prepared a 
tentative resolution to charge that 
Lawson by his refusal to answer has 
obstructed the business of the house, 
and therefore should be remanded to 
the custody of the sergeant at arms 
until he agrees to answer. 

Contempt Case of Marshall, 

\While Mr. Campbell expects the com- 
mittee to adopt his resolution, he said 
tonight that an adverse decision in the 
contempt case of United States Attor- 
mney Marshall, of New York, which may 
ibe decided by the supreme court to- 
morrow, might change the Situation. A 
victory for the house in the Marshall 
case, however, he declared, certainly 
would be followed by adoption of his 
resolution as he has prepared it. 

Representative Campbell said he had 
found two cases which would warrant 
the house in following such a course 
as he plans. One was the Kilbourne 
case in which a man who declined to 
testify in the Jay Cooke failure was 
sent to jafl. ‘Eventually Kilbourne sued 
and recovered damages from the ser- 
geant-at-arms, but this, according to 
the re@ords, was due to treatment he 
received in jail and in no way involved 
the right of congress to imprison him. 
The other precedent is found, Mr. Camp- 
bell says, in the case of Henry Wikoff, 
who declined to testify in the famous 
1873 “leak” case when news of

BorglumIs Pleased 
With the Progress 
At Stone Mountain 


Famous Sculptor Fractures 
Left Shoulder Blade by 
Fall on Ice, But Will Re- 
turn to Work in Georgia 
Within Ten Days. 


New York, Januarv 14.—(Special.)— 
Gutzon Borglum, the man who is going 
to convert one of the great granite 
sides of Stone Mountain into heroic fig- 
ures of the confederacy, and thereby 
accomplish the grestest undertaking 
in modern sculpture, has just fractur- 
ed his left shoulder tlade by a fall on 
the ice, so numbing his hand and arm 
that all work is temporarily suspended. 

Mr. Borglum’s physician declares 
that there was no dislocation or dis- 
placement in connection with the frac- 
ture, and that the famous sculptor 
will soon be able to centinue his work 
of art, both here and in Georgia, where 
he expects to go within the next ten 
days. 

Mr. Borglum is an 
won more than New York's admira- 
tion; it amounts almust to adoration. 
liis work is alway's good that it is 
actually startling, and the demand 
for his output is far in advance of his 
capacity. In addition, he is frequently 
called upon for an address upon art, 
and is the center of as much social ac- 
tivity as he will permit, both here and 
in his beautiful home at Stamford, 
Conn. 

The work on Stone Mountain is 
progressing ‘“nicely’’ he told a New 
York newspaper man. “I have done 
a number of the model's already and 
am getting on even better than I at 
first thought possit'e. It is to be a 
great work—yes, pcssibly ten years 
before completion—but I am wrapped 
up in it and am enjoying it more than 
anything I have ever attempted. The 
stone is being cleared for me very 
satisfactorily, and the work may really 
be said to be well under way.

SCHEME TO EXPLOIT 


FARM LOAN ACT 


Revealed in Circular Al- 
leged to Have Been Sent by 
National Security Com- 
pany—Farm Loan Board 
Denounces Circular. 


Washington, January 14.—A circular 
alleged to have been sent by the Na- 
tional Surety company of New York to 
all its agents, suggesting that they 
could secure the positions of secretary- 
treasurer Of farm loan associations to 
be organized to obtain loans from {fed- 
farm loan banks and thereby 

control all the bonding busi- 
was made public today by the 
federal farm loan board with a reply 
thereto by George W. Norris, of the 
board, to W. B. Joyce, president of the 
company. 

In his reply Mr. Norris characterizes 
the circular as “a sordid appeal to 
the cupidity” of its recipients amount- 
ing to “an attempt to prostitute the 
act to purposes of personal gain’ and 
expresses the hope that Mr. Joyce will 
disown it. 

Text of the Circular. 

The circular, issued under date of 
January 5 and purporting to be signed 
by the superintendent of the farm loan 
department of the company, reads as 
follows: 

“We learn today that one man is to 
be selected as secretary-treasurer of all 
the farm loan associations in each 
county. 

“This being true, it will create an 
office of great value to the holder of it. 

“If this proposjtion attracts you, 
there is little doubt but what you can 
secure the position if you organize im- 
mediately and ask your friends in the 


banks to recommend you to the farm 
loan board at Washington. You could 


then surely control all the bonding 
business.” 

The bonding business to he trans- 
acted, board officials saia, would in- 
volve the bonding of officials of the 
various banks and officials of thous- 
ands of farm loan associations—groups 
of farmer borrowers—to be organized 
throughout the United States. 

Farm Beoard’s Letter. 

Mr. Norris’ letter to President Joyce 
of the company, under date of Janu- 
ary 18, follows: : 

“T enclose herewith a circular letter 
under date of January 5, purporting to 
be issued by the superintendent of a 
department in your company. As it has 
been received by several of your agents, 
whose astonishment af its contents has 
led them to call it to the attention of 
this board, I suppose that there can 
be no doubt of its authentigity. 

“I would call your attention te the 
following points: ‘ 

“The statement of fact in the first 
paragraph is incorrect. While the board 
has under consideration the advisability

Sordid Appeal to Cupidity. 

“The suggestion in the second para- 
graph that this will create an office 
of great value to the holder is not only 
false in fact, but most mischievous in 
its implication. It is a sordid appeal to 
the cupidity of the recipient of your let- 
ter, and taken in conjunction with the 
concluding phrase ‘you could then 
surely control all the bonding business,’ 
it betrays a total lack of ability to 
comprehend the broad and beneficent 
purposes of the farm loan act, and 
amounts to an attempt to prostitute the 
act to purposes of personal gain and 
is a direct invitation to abuse the po- 
sition of secretary-treasurer of a farm 
loan association by using it as a cloak 
to conceal ulterior motives. 

“I trust that you will promptly dis- 
own this discreditable circular and see 
that the farm loan department of your 
company, if it is to be continued at all, 
shail be put in charge of some one who 
has some conception of the public pur- 
poses sought to be attained under the 
farm loan system.” 


STATEMENT IS MADE 
BY PRESIDENT JOYCE. 

New York, January 14.—After he 
had learned tonight that George W. 
Norris, of the federal] farm loan board, 
had written to him calling his atten- 
tion to the circular sent out by the 
National Surety Company of New York, 
William Bb. Joyce, president of the com- 
pany, issued this statement: “The 
National Surety company, which is the 
largest surety company in the world, 
and its predecessors have been en- 
gaged in business guaranteeing the 
lionesty of people for very nearly 28 
vears., 

“Not having received a letter I am 
only in a position to say that the 
putting of such an interpretation upon 
the communication was certainly un- 
expected by the authorities. I may 
say in a general way, however, that 
i can see no reason why, if our agents 
who are engaged in soliciting surety 
bond business who have time to spare, 
should not seek such a position. In- 
deed insurance agents, it seems to me, 
would be especially desirable to hold 
such a position, not however, for the 
purpose of securing the bonding busi- 
ness of the office or of influencing 
other bonding business that would 
raturally be controlled by such an of- 
ficial. 

“Certainly the National Surety com- 
pany is in complete sympathy with 
the purposes of the land bank act and 
we appreciate Mr. Norris calling at- 
tention to the matter as viewed by 
the board, and the circular shall be 


promptly recalled. 

“Notwithstafding that, I am just 
now informed that the author of our 
circular letter understood that we 
would have no authcrity to give out 
any of the bonding tusiness, such au- 
thority being vested in other officials.”

Of “Buffalo Bill’ 


West Pays Honor in Strik- 

ing Fashion to Memory of 
Plainsman—Body to Rest 
in Rock-Hewn Vault.

Denver, January 14.—The west today 
paid honor to the memory of Colonel 
William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill). While 
the body of the man who had done so 
much to make her cities possible, lay 
in state beneath the dome of the capi- 
tol, troopers from Fort Logan formed 
lines in the rotunda of the capitol 
through which passed the governors of 
two states, delegations from the legis- 
latures of those states, officers of the 
United States army, members of fra- 
ternal organizations of which the fa- 
mous scout and plainsman was a mem- 
ber, veterans of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, women and thousands of 
children. * Not the least the conspicuous 
among the mourgers who passed the 
great bronze casket were a handfu! of 
old Indians and former scouts—those 
who had been youths in the famous 
wild west show which bore Colonel 
Cody’s pseudonym. 

The body was dressed in a frock coat 
on which were pinned the badges of 
the Legion of Honor and of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The casket 
bore the inscription “Colonel William 
F’.. Cody, ‘Buffalo BIIL’” 

Colonel Cody’s body was brought into 
the capito] at 9:50 o’clock this morn- 
ing. At 12 o’clock, the hour set for 
the closing of the casket, the crowd 
still was coming. 

The public was held back while the 
family bade the colonel farewell. In 
the family was “Johnny” Baker, of 
New Rochelle, N. Y.,; who was with 
Colonel Cody in his adventurous enter- 
prises for many years. 

Following the family, a delegation of 
Knights Templar from North Platte, 
Neb., passed the bier. Afterwards 
marched a delegation of former cow- 
boys. 

“Good-by, old pard,” ““Good-by, Bill,” 
were some of their greetings. 

The guard of honor at the casket 
included delegations from Colorado 
national guard, the Pioneers’ society, 
the Elks and the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

The public again was admitted at 
12:10 o'clock for twenty minutes. 

A line extending more than a block 
shivered in the cold wind, waiting for 
a chance to enter. Twenty-five thous- 
and persons passed by the casket, ac- 
cording to estimates. 

From the capitol the funeral proces- 
sion passed through the dewntown 
streets led by city policemen. Behind 
was the caisson en which rested the 
casket.

GENERAL WOOD OUTLINES 
PLANS FOR GREAT CAMP 


Makes It Plain Government 
Will Not Pay Fancy Prices 
for Land—Three Plats Are 
Needed. - 


Atlanta began the fight for one of 
the biggest enterprises of her history 
Sunday morning when Genera! Leonard 
Wood, commander of the department of 
the east, at a breakfast tendered him 
by the Atlanta Chamber of commerce 
at the Capital City club, outlined the 
plans of the United States government 
to locate ‘a divisional army camp in 
the southeast for the accommodation 
of 20,000 men. 

General Wood arrived in Atlanta 
from Savannah early Sunday and was 
escorted by Ivan E. Allen, president 
of the chamber of commerce, to the 
Capital City club where Mayor Asa G. 
Candler and a committee from. the 
chamber awaited him. At the break- 
fast General Wood outlined the scope 
and requirements of the proposed 
camp, after which he went to Fort 
McPherson and inspected the govern- 
ment’s property there. 

In the afternoon he was taken upon 
an automobile tour of Fulton county 
and adjacent territory to get a general 
idea of the lay character of the land. 

Will Secure Sites. 

A committee from the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce will be named Monday 
to take the matter of the camp project 
in hand and to secure a number of 
sites which will be tendered for the 


government's selection. ; 
The whole subject now is in but a 


tentative stage. After the proposals of 
Atlanta and such other cities as may 
make proposals are laid before’ the 
army authorities, engineers will be 
sent out to make surveys and gather 
all data needed about the prospective 
sites for the camp before any decision 
is reached. 

General Wood's discussion of the 
proposed camp indicates that the proj- 
ect is of vagtly greater scope than 
had been anticipated. President Allen, 
after hearing General Wood's review 
of the situation, declared that Atlan- 
ta’s effort to have this camp located 
here is her greatest undertaking of a 
quarter of a century. 

Aside from the development of new 
territory in the vicinity of Atlanta, the 
increase in population and other fea- 
tures of this sort which the location 
of the camp here would bring about, a 
concrete idea of the commercial im- 
portance of the camp to the city may 
be gathered from the fact that the 
monthly payroll for a division of 20.,- 
000 men would amount to $400,000, 
while the government would disburse 
a sum equally that large for transpor- 
tation, food supplies and other necessi- 
ties each month. All told, the location 
of the army camp here would mean the 
placing in circulation here of between 
$750,000 and $1,000,000 additional money 
every month. 

General Wood explained that the 
large increases which have been voted 
for the army mean not only an en- 
largement of the facilities for quar- 
tering the troops, but a reorganization 
of the system of distribution and train- 
ing. 

Large Divisional Camps. 

It is the plan of the government, he 
said, to do away with the use of so 
many small military posts which have 
been made necessary in the past on &c- 
count of guarding mail routes, Indian 
reservations and by the wide distri- 
bZition of a small standing army. In 
lieu of these smaller posts it is planned 
to establish a number of large division- 
al contonements, or camps, each capa- 
ble of accommodating not less than 
20,000 men. 

Three such camps are to be estab- 
lished in the eastern division, which 
includes all the territory east of the 
Mississippi river. One of these camps, 
he said, is to be established in a ter- 
ritory broadly indicated as the “Buf- 
falo-Albany” territory. Another is to 
be established.in the “Atlanta-Chatta- 
nooga” territory. He did not indicate 
where the third camp is to be estab- 
lished. | 

General Wood stated that, in connec- 
tion with the divisional camps, it is 
proposed to station in each camp as 
nearly as practicable the men who are 
recruited from the general territory in 
which the camp is located, and the va- 


known not only by its number, but also 
by the name of the state from which 
the majority of the troops come. 
General Wood stated that the plan is 
to establish these camps, not at a fron- 
tier where an attack might or might 
not first eome, but at a strategical 
point’ at a considerable dfstance 
in the interior, such points to be de- 
termined to a very large extent by rail- 
road facilities, where troops could be 


quickly mobilized and concentrated and 
from which they could be dispatched 
instantly to any point where they 


might be needed. This statement of 
the situation was taken to mean that 
points along the coast are not desira- 
ble. General Wood stated that the gulf 
section is practically eliminated as a 
possible site for such a camp, on ac- 
count of the climate. 

When General Wood outlined to the 
chamber of commerce committee the 
requirements of such a camp, the pos- 


sibility of considering Fort McPherson, 
with its present territory, was instantly 
eliminated. F 

For the camp the government will 
require not less than 1,000 acres of

ground, and, perhaps, even more terri- 
tory than this. 

This much ground, 
Wood, is needed for the camp site 
alone. In addition to this, a tract of 
‘ground 8 miles long is wanted for an 
artillery target range. This tract need 
not be z2djacent to the camp site, but 
may be several days’ march away. It 
,is essential, however, that, on account 
of the danger accompanying practice 
with artillery, that such a tract be 
weFl away from thickly settled com- 
munities. 

A third tract needed by the govern- 
ment in connection with the proposed 
divisional camp is a tract several miles 
in length, to be used as a rifle range. 
This also need not be adjacent to the 
camp site, but must be in close prox- 
imity to the camp site. 

General Wood did not lay a great 
deal of stress upon the character of the 
territory for the two ranges, but stated 
that it 1S essential that the site for 
the camp be capable of being easily 
drained and comparatively free from red 
clay, in order that there may be as lit- 
tle mud and water as possible about 
the camp in bad weather. He stated 
that a tract of rolling ground, with 
considerable sand in it, is preferable. 

For a distance of 15 or 20 miles 
around such a camp site the country 
must be so sparsely settled and lightly 
fenced a8 to cause no great amount of 
damage from the manouvering of a di- 
vision of 20,000 men over the territory. 
General Wood stated that the men in 
such a camp will make frequent 
marches and maneuvers of ten days or 
two weeks’ duration over the surround- 
ing territory. While the government 
will make provisions to pay for any 
damage done in such maneuvers, Gen- 
eral Wood stated, it is desirable to have 
a territory where damage of this char- 
acter can be held to a minimum. He 
said that soldiers properly trained and 
disciplined did but small damage to 
farms and other property while maneu- 
vering. Most of the damage done, he 
said, is repaired by the soldiers on the 
spot. He said that in the maeuvers 
jheld in Massachusetts some time since, 
a fund of $125,000 was made available 
for damages and such incidentals, but 
that the total bill for damages amount- 
ed to but $4,100. 


Railread Facilities. 


General Wood laid great stress upon 
the importance of ample railroad fa- 
cilities for the quick dispatch of troops 
to any part of the country. This, he 
said, will be almost a controlling fac- 
tor in wy age the camp site. The 
site Is to be selected for its strategical! 
value in case of actual warfare. 

Incidentally, in this connection, Gen- 
eral Wood admitted that Atlanta is em- 
inently fitted with transportation facil- 
ities, whereby any part of the country 
can be reached upon short notice. 

General Wood stated that, with the 
employment of motor truck transpor- 
tation and with the construction of 
spur tracks of railroad to the camp, 
the question of getting food supplies 
to the camp js of comparatively trivial 
ro iste a8 a transportation prob- 
em. 

Of one thing, it appears, Atlanta may 
rest assured. It is this: 

If anybody has any idea of getting 
any fancy prices for the camp site or 
the ground needed for other purposes 
in connection with such a camp, these 
ideas may as well be dismissed at once. 
General Wood made it clear that, while 
the government is willing to pay a fair 
market price for the camp site and 
other necessary grounds, the govern- 
ment is not out with the idea of en- 
dowing any set of men or any man 
for life. In other words, any atteinpt 
to advance prices or “hold up” the 
government for this camp site as zood 
as means that the chances of whatever 
community may undertake such tactics 
have gone glimmering. e 

General Wood's talk to the committee 


was straight from the shoulder. 

“There is no use to talk foolishness 
here,” he said. “The idea gets out 
sometimes that the government has 
plenty of money to spend with no par- 
ticular responsibility for the expendi- 
ture. We do not expect Atlanta or 
anybody else to try to hold out for 
fancy prices, but it may as well be 
known that no fancy prices will be 
paid.”’

SEARCH BEING PUSHED 


Colonel Bishop and Lieutenant 
Robertson Have Been Miss- 
ing Since Last Wednesday. 


San Francisco, Cal, January 14.—<Ac- 
cording to a message received today

from Calexico, the flight of the air- |

The Constitution also printed that the 
shipments into Atlanta for the eight months 
from May 1 were 274,523 packages of the 
maximum content of two quarts each; and 
that the police authorities estimate that an 
equal amount of liquor came into the city 
illegally during the same period. 

At the largest estimate, then, the impor- 
tations were around 34,000 gallons per 
month for 50,000 male adult inhabitants, 
which would yield each of them one and one- 
third of a drink per day. 

But if the police should be mildly mis- 
taken about as much liquor coming to At- 
lanta in bootlegs and under coat-tails as 
came by express and rails, then most of our 
fellow-Atlantans did not get that extra third 
of a drink per diem. And if only a third of 
the men in Atlanta did the drinking, which 
is highly believable, each drinker got but 
three drinks a day—and that is not so awful 
many for a fellow with a sure-enough thirst! 

Taking the whole situation by and large, 
on the face of the figures, 1 cannot get highly 
the claim that “prohibition In 
Atlanta does not prohibit” and that “more 
liquor’is drunk in the city now. than when 
one hundred and thirty bar-rooms and twice 
as many blind tigers were running wide open 
dailyv—and nightly!” 

Anyhow, when the power of the state 
under the Webb-Kenyon law decision gets 
into action next summer, that will make 
things different and thereafter will be time 
enough to raise the question of the efficacy 
of “prohibition with teeth in it!”

The District Referendum. 


Editor Constitution: The defeat of Sena- 
tor Underwood’s amendment to the Shep- 
pard prohibition bill, by a tie vote of 423 to 
43, recalls a most interesting act of congress 
in which a referendum was provided for be- 
fore said act became operative. 

In view of the fact that one of the sena- 
tors from Georgia voted for a referendum of 
the prohibition bill to the residents of the 
District of Columbia, and the other Georgia 
senator voted against such referendum, it 
may be timely to call attention to the prece- 
dent set by congress, authorizing residents 
of the District of Columbia to vote. 

In July, 1846, congress passed a law retro- 
ceding Alexandria county and city to Vir- 
ginia, which county and city were originally 
ceded to the United States by the. state of 
Virginia, and were a part of the original 
territory comprising the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

In the act of 1846, see U. S. Statutes, vol. 
IX.,. page 35, the following provision for 
referendum is found: 

“Section 4. That this act shall not be of 
force until the assent of the people of the 
county and town of Alexandria shall be 
given in the mode hereinafter provided. . 

The act prescribed appointment of five 
commissioners to hold said election; same 
was held, and 763 having voted in favor of 
retrocession and only 222 against the same, 
President J. K. Polk, on September 7, 1846, 
in proclamation, declared the act of congress 
in effect and of full force. 

The act further prescribed that “every 
free, white, male citizen of the United States, 
who shall have resided in the said county of 
Alexandria for six months preceding, shall 
vote. 

The bona fide white residents of the dis- 
trict affected ‘by the act, therefore, decided 
if same should become operative. 

In view of this precedent giving to resi- 
dents of the District of Columbia the right 
to vote on so important a matter, an excel- 
lent precedent is found justifying the refer- 
endum advocated by Senator Underwood and 
defeated only by a tie vote. 

It is somewhat surprising, in view of the 
foregoing historical facts, that those oppos- 
ing a referendum took the position that on 
no question should residents of the district 
be permitted to vote; and if any referendum 
was authorized, only officeholders and not 
bona fide residents of the district should be 
allowed to vote. 

This contention directly contrary to 
precedent of the act of 1846, in which a ref- 
erendum was authorized by congress, and in 
which election residents of six months in the 
district alone voted. 

It is also interesting that congress, in 


fixing the qualifications of the electorate, 
limited same to “free white male citizens of 
the United States.” thereby excluding from 
voting all resident citizens of the United 
States of other races than white.

The Co-operative Banking System 
Established Under This Act. 
By Frank R. Wilson, 


Federal Farm Loan Bureau, 
Washington, D. C. 


ARTICLE Il. 

The federal farm loan act, adopted in June, | 
1916, and signed by President Woodrow Wil- | 
son shortly after, creates a comprehensive, | 
co-operative banking system to lend money to 
farmers and prospective farmers for purposes , 
of land purchase, farm development, and the | 
refunding of indebtedness. 

The system consists of two main divisions; | 
a money-assembling agency, through which | 
the accumulations and savings of the country 
are gathered in, and a money-lending agency, | 
through which this money is distributed for 
agricultural uses, 

The farm loan act, in brief, pools the farm 
mortgages of the nation: issues a collateral 
trust security against these pooled mort- 
gages, and sells these securities in the open 
market. 

The establishment of this co-operative 
banking system was made necessary by rea- 
son of the fact that banksin most parts of the 
United States have not possessed the facilities 
to properly take care of farin loans because 
these loans required too long a time to run; 
because interest rates to farmers have been 
too high, ranging from 5 per cent per annum 
to 5 per cent per month; and because private 
money-lending agencies had not realized the 
reflex advantages to themselves of a long 
time, amortized loan to the farmers. 

The Machinery Provided. 
The machinery provided in the application 


of the farm loen act has three main divi- 
sicns: 

First, the federal farm loan board in 
Washington, D. C., composed 
tary of the treasury, William G. 
chairman ex-officio; George W. Norris, farm 
loan commissioner; Herbert Quick, Captain 
\W. S. A. Smith and Charles E. Lobdell. 

Second, the twelve federal land banks 
throughout the United States. 

Third, the Nationa? Farm Loan associa- 
tions, each composed of ten or more farm- 
borrowers, which associations secure loans 
for their members from the land 
banks. 

The federal farm loan board is in charge 
of the entire system. lts first important 
duty was to divide the country into twelve 
bank districts and locate one federal land bank 
in each. ‘this board also provides the banks 
with temporary governing boards during the 
process of growth. Later a system of ¢co- 
operative seif-government will be inaugurat- 
ed under which the associations of farmers 
will direct these big financial institutions, 
under the supervision of the federal farm loan 
board.

LO reinvest in the capital stock of 
the banks one-twentieth of the amount their 
members borrow. Tiuus the capital stock of 


the banks increases in the game ratio ag 
tneir toans. The banks acquire additional 
money for lending by selling their own bonds 
to investors.

Bonds Issued. 


When a bank lends money and takes first , 


mortgages on farms in exchange, it issues 
bonds against ge mortgages and sells the 
bonds to produce more money to lend. 

Tne bonds issued by one bank are se- 
cured by the assets of ali the banks operating 
under this system, and the rate of interest 
on the bonds is adjusted by supply and de- 
mand. The rate of interest charged to 
members of Farm Loan _ associations for 
money which they borrow from the banks, 
cannot exceed by more than 1 per cent the 
rate of interest paid on the bonds. This 
margin is provided to pay the cost of operat- 
ing the banks. So, if the bonds sell at 
4 per cent and the cost of operating is 1 
per cent, the interest rate to the farmer- 
porrowers will be 5 per cent. If the cost is 
held down to one-half of one per cent, the 
interest rate to the farmers would be 4% 
per cent. 

So, briefly, the members of the associations 
of farmers borrow from the banks; the banks 
issue bonds against the farm mortgages 
and borrow money from investors; the rfarm- 
ers invest an amount equal to one-twentieth 
of the amount they borrow, in order to pro- 
vide an increasing capital for the banks, and 
the whole process is done under governmental 
supervision and without profit to any in- 
dividual. 

(Note—Tomorrow’'s installment will tell 
how the farmers may organize national farm 
loan associations to borrow from the fed- 
eral land banks.)

SHOWN CHILDREN SUNDAY 
BY REV. FRANK H. WRIGHT 


Rev. Frank Hall Wright preached at three

One of the features of Mr. Wright's talk 


' was his description of the Indian sign lan- 


guage. The evangelist is the son of a Choc- 
taw chief and has spent for the greater part 
of his life six months out of every year 
preaching to the tribes in the west. It was 
Mr. Wright who baptized Geronimo, the 
famous medicine man, who, in his younger 
days, gave Uncle Sam's troops so much 
trouble. 

Mr. Wright's illustrations of the sign lan- 
guage was most entertaining and showed 
that it is a highly developed means of com- 
munication and capable of transferring com- 
plex thoughts. Instinctive gestures are used 
to express the simpler emotions and objects 
and many of these were easily grasped by 
the audience. The children quickly under- 
stood that a few hops of the hand with two 
fingers extended to indicate ears meant 
“rabbit.” The sign for hunger is not unlike 
that made py a small boy whose mouth is 
ready for a slice of watermelon. The gen- 
eral sign for negation is a twisting of the 
hand extended palm forward.

Atmosphere and Tuberculosis 
Subject of Instructive Treatise 
Prepared by Dr. Guy Hinsdale 


The Smithsonian Institution some time 
ago issued a treatise on “Atmospheric Air 
and Its Relation to Tuberculosis,” by Dr. 
Guy Hinsdale, as one of the prize essays on 
that subject presented in connection with 
the Washington Tuberculosis congress. This 
treatise, dealing with such a vital and gen- 
eral disease, has been issued by the Institu- 
tion in connection with the diffusion of 
knowledge, and includes the latest informa- 
tion on the value of climates in this con- 
nection, although it does not discuss the de- 
tailed treatment of the disease. 

The author does, not claim that there is 
any specific climate for tuberculosis, but 
feels that the long search for such a cli- 


mate which has lasted for nearly 2,000 years 
has come to an end with the recent studies 
of climatic change and the relation of cli- 
mates to individual cases. He believes, with 
other physicians, that climate may be utilized 
as an adjunct of great value for carrying 
out the hygienic, dietetic treatment of all 
forms of tuberculosis and of many other dis- 
eases, and that some climates have a more 
positive influence in hastening cure than 
others. 

Of first importance is an abundance of 
bacteriologically and chemically pure air, 
which is available only outside the cities and 
away from dwellings. The ideal air is-avail- 
able only on the ocean and at the high al- 
titudes, but it can be approximated by liv- 
ing out of doors. 

Sunshine, next to pure air, is held to be 
the most valuable adjunct of nature for the 
cure of tuberculosis. Although cures have 
been made in cloudy regions, sunshine seems 
to give moral help and, other things being 
equal, is much preferred. 

He considers temperature and humidity 
together; for early stages, treatment requires 
a dry climate and a comfortable tempera- 
ture. Some localities offer better results in 
the cold months, when the lakes and ponds 
are frozen and covered with snow, which 
insures dry air, as in the Adirondack region. 
Florida and South Carolina are more suita- 
ble in the winter months when the air ig 
dry and comfortable. Arizona and New Mex- 
ico are available only in the winter, except 
at elevations from 5,000 to 7,000 feet, where 
the summer heat is not oppressive. Many 
places, however, offer just as good results 
in summer as in winter, among them the 
southern California resorts and others well 
inland. 

One thing to be avoided is a climate in 
which the humidity varies greatly, as, from 
a warm dry interior air to a damp exterior 
air: this is as bad as the changes found in 
altitudes varying several thousand of feet. 
Individual cases vary, some thriving in a 
climate with a much greater humidity than 
others could stand. With a relatively low 
humidity and a moderately low temperature, 
the general effect is tonic and beneficial to 
conditions where the respiratory mucous 
membrane is affected, but with a very low 
temperature the result is irritating. 

The treatise includes much information 
concerning the value of forests, the influ- 
ence of the sea, compressed and rarified air,

JAP BATTLE CRUISER 
RENT BY EXPLOSION 


‘Over 300 Men Killed and In- 
jured When Magazine of 
Tsukuba Blows Up. 


Tokio, January 14.—The Japanese 
battle cruiser Tsukuba was déstroyed 
by an explosion today in the harbor 
'of Yokosuka. Fire on the Tsukuba 
caused the magazine to blow up. 

One hundred and fifty-three mem- 
bers of the crew of the Tsukuba were 
Killed and 157 injured, many of them 
' seriously. Numerous members of the 
ship’s company were rescued frqm the 
water. Most of the officers Of the 
‘ruiser were ashore. The cause of the 
explosion is not known. 


The Tsukuba was laid down in 1905 
and displaced 13,75¢ tons. She was 
440 feet long and was armed with 
four 12-inch, twelve f-inch, twelve 4.7- 
inch and four 3-inch guns, three three- 
pounders and five torpedo tubes. Her 
‘complement was 817 men. The Tsu- 
kuba was sent to Hampton Roads in 
1907 at the time of the Jamestown ex- 
position.

TWO U-BOATS CAPTURED 
BY THE ITALIAN NAVY 


Rome, January 14.—(Via Paris.) —The 
capture of two submarines is reported 
in an announcement today from the 
war office.
